FOUR MISSING. 


Fire in. Mott Street, New York, More Dis- 


astrous Than Was Supposed, 


NEW YOKK, Nov. -I.—The large lire in 


Mott street yesterday destroyed more 
lives than was at first supposed. A gang 
of men was employed in tlifi building to- 
day, and it was learned that tlnee men 
supposed to be safe could not, be found. 
Kof,rcr Dl Pasca, 21 years old, who was 
reported missing last night, turned up all 
right. 


The revised list of missing is as follows: 


John II. Weir, superintendent of the Man- 
hattan Bed Company: Michael Conlan, 
cngineer:C!iarlc9Smiih,pac.ker;tMax Albin, 
riveter. Weir, and Albin v.'ere. at work on 
the third door or the building,' when the 
lire was discovered. His probable thai 
they were suffocato/l. Smith am! Conlan, 
the engineer, were in the basement. 


Albert Bush, who was tliontrht to have 


be.cn lost, was found today. ' He said ho 
had been with to others on the third floor 
of the building, when the rush o! smoke 
and Hamc drove them out. They could 
IIOL descend the stairs and they had to go 
to the top floor, where they got out 
on a rear lire escape, when 'they jumped 
across a 'ip'aec of about four feel to the 
fire escape of a building at 11 and -13 Eliza- 
beth street. 


Mrs. Ellen Conlan, wife of the engineer, 


said today that her husband 
frcijncntlv 


told her it, was the lirst duty of an engi- 
neer in a burning building tu sec that his 
safety valves were open and thai proper 
precautions were taken to prevent explo- 
sions. It uasm carrving out this idea 
t.hat Conlan lost his life. 
After ho had 


been rescued ho rushed back into Ihe build- 
ing to shut otf the steam.
